Columbia river at Golden, skirts the foot 
of Motnt Sir Donald, that lofty snow-cey- 
ered peak that pierces the white banked 
clouds, and rolls into Glacier, B. ©, 
Glacier lies near the summit of the Sel- 
kirk range in the midst of a region of 
mighty peaks and glaciers, woods and 
waterfalls, From the hotel verandah 
the traveler will see apparently a few 
hundred feet away, yet: in reality two 
miles away, the tamons Miecillewaet gla- 
cier, the great glacier of the Selkirks, 
and larger than all the combined glaciers 
in the'republic of Switzerlan® To the 
left tha glacier Mount Sir Donald rears 
itself to the bright blue sky.

and enchanting beauty. Glacier crest, 
Lake Marion and Observation point’ are 
among the shorter and easier ascents. 
Mount Abbot is a.day’s climb, Lut-net-o 
difficult one), From ite summit an /ex- 
ceptionally fine view is obtained of the 
Asulkan valley, Easy trails aleo Jead up 
to the summits of Eagle peak and Mount 
Avalanche,” The ascent of Mount Sir 
Donald is more difficult, but with the 
assistance of experienced guides may 
readily be accomplished. 

An excellent trail leads to the Asulkan 
glacier, through scenes of Alpine splen- 
dor, and the recently discovered Caves 
of Nakiima are only distant about seven 
miles from Glacier house by a good bridle 
path. These wonderful cayerns have 
been formed by the action of water jor 
ages upon the solid rock, and form a 
series -of chambers with large entrances, 
polished rock ceilings, and walls’ which 
sparkle with quartz crystals and reflect 
myriads of miniature lights. 

ALBERT CANYON 


West ffom the glacier the railroad fol- 
lows the Hlecillewaet river vicinity till it 
reaches Albert canyon. Here one hun- 
dred and fifty feet below the track may 
be seen the river, boiling in the canyon, 
while the grain rims along the very brink, 
as if purposely to give the. passengers a 
thrill that is not to be experienced any- 
where else,

Tobacco a Drug 


An interesting case of splitting hairs’ 


has arisen in Ireland ‘in the adminis- 
tration of the National Insurance act 
as to whether tobacco is a drug, a 
necessity or a luxury, all three views 
being taken different antitorities. 
At nybears that the s tending 
medical officer of the Dublin district 
recommended tha’ a consumptive pat 
feht coming under the provisions of 
the act be given tobacco for smoking, 
to comfort him i+ his last days, offer- 
ing to pay for the weed himself, but 
the insurance committee decided that 
the tobacco was necessary to the pat- 
ient’s treatment, and sent. in the bill 
to the insurance commissioners. Two 
weeks later the local authorities re- 
ceived a lengthy cemmunication, de- 
manding an explanation of their ac- 
tion in charging the government with 
a shilling’s worth, of tobacco. Their 
reply was that tobacco was recognized 
as a drug in the British codex, under 
the title nicotiana tobacum, and that 
it had been prescribed by a registered 
practitioner, Thereupon the commis- 
sioners consulted learned K.C.’s and 
they are still wrestling with the sub- 
ject. Meanwhile the patient is dead, 
the tobacco has been smoked, and the 
expense of the disputation has already 
reached a hundred times the cost of 
the original tin of shag. 


BIG INCREASE 


Value of Quebec’s Mineral Products 
Up by Nearly $2,000,000 

The report of the superintendent of 
mines of tlfe province of Quebec for 
the’ year 1918 has just been made pub- 
lic, and records that the value of tho 
mineral products for the past year 
reached the gum of $13,119,811, which 
shows an increase of almost two mil- 
lion dollars over the preceding year. 
The above figures. will be noted with 
satisfaction throughout the province, 
as the depression in finances for the 


past eight months seem to have hai| 


no effect on the mineral market. 

As in past years, the production of 
asbestos heads the list. Of this valu- 
able-mineral alone the exports amount 
to $3,830,504, The province of Quebec 
furnishes 80 per cent, of the universal 
consumption of this substance. - . 

According to the records of acci- 
dents which occurred at the various 
mining plants during the year 1913, 
there were 16 which proved fatal, giv- 
ing a proportion og 1.86 per 1,000 
workers, and this, the report states, is 
much lower than in Ontario, where the 
proportion for the same period shows 
4,00 per 1,000 workmen. .

has had to wait until a specific time 
—when the harvest is in—with conse- 
quent higher rates of interest on 
money to carry him in the meantime, 
and difficulty in. financing. Mixed 
farming and stock-raising also means 
men on the land all the year round, 
and altogether increased stability anj 
prosperity. for. the community.—Ot- 
tawa Journal. 

FOREST RFSERVATIONS IN U. S&S. 
Good Progress Bcing Made in the 
Work of Securing Lands for the 
Purpose 
The lands approvo) for acquisition 
by the United States government for 
national forest purposes in the east 
since the purchase policy was inaugur- 
ated in 1910, now total 1,104,000 acres, 
representing a purchase price of $5,- 
500,000. About $2,000,000 of the orig- 
inal appropriation remains available 
for further purchases in the’ fiscal 
year 1915. The lands favorably acted 
on to date include 133,000 acres in the 
White Mountaias of New Hampshire, 
while 971,000 acres are Iqeated in var- 
jous parts of the Southern Appal- 
chians, from. Virginia to Georgia. 
Nearly 400,600 acres were approved 
for purchase during. the past year, at 
an average price of $4.96 per acre. 
The first object of administration 
is to protect the forest against fire, 
for the ‘wofoli purpose of steadying 
stream-flow and increasing timber pro- 
duction. There is, however, provision 
for all forms of use of the forests not 
detrimental to their permanent value 
as sources cf umber and water sup- 

plies. 


CENTENARY OF PEACE 


U.S. Issues New Two and Five Cent 
Stamps, to be Ready in the 
Fall 

As its contribution to the celebra- 
dion this year'o! the centenary of 
peace between Great Britain and the 
United States, the U.S. post office de- 
partment is preparing to issue two 
special stamps, the designs for which 
havé been approved by Postmaster- 
general Rurleson. A 

The stamps of two and five cent 
denominations will be ready for issue 
early in the fall. The words “Peace: 
1814-1914" will be on each, 

The two-ccnt stamp will have on it 
a hemisphere with a female figure on 
the left holding an American flag, and 
on the right a figure bearing a Brit- 
ish flag, the two oclasping hands 
across the hemisphere. On the five- 
cent stamp will be a_ winged figure 
typifying the spirit of peace, and 
with a dove of peace flying before it.

Such parks would be, 
in reality, “people’s estates” and 
would afford to the ordinary citizen 
many of the advantages which the ~ 
man of wealth possesses in his coun- 
try estate. In the words of the book- 
let they would be “places where the 
poor could get a summer cottage or 
camp site for a nominal rental, where 
boys and men could camp and fish and 
study nature, where the sick and deli- 
cate could find new stores of health 
in the great oyt-of-doors, by right of 
citizenship, without leave or _ hind- 
rance of anyone.”
